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Survivor Says German Sub 
Did Not Sink The Lusitania 


Novatan Marks 


50th Anniversary 


Of War I Action 


By FRANK FARRARA 


One of the few remaining sur­ 
vivors of the sinking of the 
Lusitania 50 years ago today 
doesn’t believe the 
ship was 
sunk by a German submarine. 


He is Douglas G. Hertz. 80, 
a former British arm y officer, 
who 
was 
aboard 
when 
the 
Cunard 
Lines 
passenger 
ship 
went down about 30 miles off 
the coast of England on May 7, 
1915. 


The sinking, which cost the 
lives of 1,198 passengers and 
crew , including 139 Americans, 
was attributed to German sub­ 
marines. It jolted the United 
States out of neutrality and 
eventually into World War I. 


“ Up to the sinking, the United 
States was pro-German,” said 
Hertz, who is now executive 
director of the Atherton Club in 
Novato, where he lives. 
But Hertz believes the ship 
utruck British mines which were 
floating off the coast, connected 
by a chain. 
At first there was a shock on 
the 
port 
side, 
and 
“ seconds 
la te r” a shock on the starboard 
side, at the engine room at mid­ 
ship, he said. 


This double blow from op­ 
posite sides could ha\e oc­ 
curred if the ship struck a 
mine on the left and the chain 
swung around and caused a 
collision with another mine on 
the right, he said. 


There was no sonar in those 
davs to detect mines.

Hertz contended. 
Hertz also said he didn’t know 
of any case where G erm an U- 
boats had not attempted to take 
hostages, and there was no at­ 
tem pt made at the sinking of 
the Lusitania.

a warning from 
the crow's 
nest that a German submarine 
was off the starboard bow. 


Hertz said he talked to the 
raptain shortly after the rescue, 
and at that time the captain 
*aid he had received no warning 
*>f a submarine or periscope. 
Hertz believes the submarine 
version “ was propaganda to in­ 
fluence the United States.” 
He also said that two years 
*go frogmen located the hull of 
the Lusitania and that the hole 
In the starboard side was so 
large there “ is a grave ques­ 
tion.” that it was caused hv a 
torpedo.

Advance Humanity, Says Ike 
At Anniversary Of VE-Day 


GETTYSBURG. Pa. (AP) — 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, on 
the 20th anniversary of World 
War II victory in Europe, called 
upon mankind today to rededi- 
cate itself to the advancement j 
of humanity rather than its de­ 
struction. 
Eisenhower's comments came 
on the eve of the actual cessa­ 
tion of hostilities in 1945. 
The former president's state­ 
ment said in part: 
“ May 8. 1945, saw the end in 
Europe of the devastating war 
that had begun in the late sum­ 
mer of 1939. and involved prac- i 
tically the whole of the Euro­ 
pean area 
“ With Hitler and his cruel 
practices swept away, the victo­ 
ry on V-E Day inspired new

Mrs. Strom Rose Above 
Attempts To Smear Her 


San Rafael has just been given a re­ 
volting 
demonstration 
of 
the 
Big 
Smear, in which catch words and in­ 
nuendo are used to assassinate charac­ 
ter. 
The intended victim of the smear 
was Mrs. Anita C. Strom, a longtime 
and well-respected resident who had 
the temerity (in the view of her detrac­ 
tors) to declare herself a candidate for 
appointment to the San Rafael Board 
of Education. 
The Big Smear is not new to Mrs. 
Strom. It has been used against her be­ 
fore. because she had the audacity to 
question the all-knowing wisdom of 
educators, and the naivete to believe 
that the public schools belong to the 
public that pays for them and that any 
citizen has the right to inquire into 
what is taught there. 
Not o n ly did Mrs. Strom feel free to 
criticize what she felt were faults of 
the schools; she also felt free to stand 
up for her political beliefs. 
She was for Barry Goldwater (as 
were some 27 million other Amer­ 
icans). She was for Max Rafferty (as 
were a majority of Californians who 
voted in the November. 1962. elec­ 
tion). The difference between Mrs. 
Strom and most of the others is that 
when Mrs. Strom believes in something 
or someone, she goes to work on it. So 
she did not just vote for Goldwater and 
Rafferty; she campaigned for them. 
In the eyes of some people, it ap­ 
pears, to do this is a heinous thing. 
Some people who cry loudly about civil 
liberties seem not even to understand 
the basic liberty to speak up for one's 
beliefs. 
Similarly, Mrs. Strom campaigned 
for the things in which she believes in 
education: 
teaching of phonics, 
of 
American history in its glories as well 
as its stumblings, of great literature of 
the past as well as the present, and 
abolishment of the “life adjustment" 
approach to learning. 
These, in the eyes of some educators, 
were heresies. For their advocacy, Mrs. 
Strom was called “ bigot.” “ Bircher,” 
“book burner 
and “witch hunter.” 
The names were called in private 


conversations, over the telephone— 
and at least once, before a school class­ 
room. They were applied first by a 
handful of teachers and very few oth­ 
ers. Gradually, they spread. 
The campaign of vilification grew 
like an odious mushroom as soon as 
Mrs. Strom was mentioned for the 
board of education appointment. City 
councilmen were astonished by the 
telephone calls they received. 
What had been going on sub-rosa 
came into the open when some of the 
charges were repeated in a letter ad­ 
dressed to the city council. As a public 
document, it was reported in the Inde- 
pendent-Journal; and the majority of 
San Rafael residents learned in shock, 
for the first time, how the Big Smear 
lived among them. 
Mrs. Strom would probably have re­ 
ceived the board of education appoint­ 
ment anyhow. But the smear backfired 
on the smearers. City councilmen in­ 
vestigated. 
Shocked 
at 
what 
they 
found, they stood determinedly behind 
their choice for the board. Mayor Bet- 
tini, the one member who dissented 
from the appointment, made it clear 
in doing so that he, too, was aware of 
the falsity of the charges. 
The ordeal was a devastating one 
for Mrs. Strom. But she stood by her 
guns with the quiet courage that has 
marked her earlier battles. 
The virulence of the uproar over the 
appointment was in marked contrast to 
the rather quiet campaign for two seats 
on the board of education which were 
decided in the April 12 election. 
It is to be hoped San Rafael will 
never see a repetition of such a smear. 
It is to be hoped that those who at­ 
tempted to so distort the processes of 
democracy will read anew their his­ 
tories, along with Shakespeare's words: 
“Good name in man and woman, dear 
my lord. 
Is the immediate jewel of their souls; 
Who steals my purse steals trash . . . 
But he that filches from me my good 
name 
Robs me of that which not enriches 
him 
And makes me poor indeed.”

WASHINGTON - Sen. Ed­ 
ward M. (Ted) Kennedy has 
surprised a lot of people by 
becoming the strong man in 
the Senate liberal bloc’s battle 
for a tough Negro voting rights 
bill. 
"I 
never 
thought T e d d y 
would have the guts to buck 
Lyndon.” a senior S e n a t o r 
said. "We felt he was too soft 
to try anything like this.” 
But the Massachusetts sena­ 
tor. just turned 33. has now 
found a major cause—outright 
abolition of poll taxes in state 
and local elections. And he is 
sticking to his guns despite 
pressure from both the Justice 
Department and the bi-partisan 
Senate 
leadership 
to accept 
their ideas on the issue. 


THIS NEW STREAK of Ken­ 
nedy determination 
surfaced 
when he joined with eight fel­ 
low Judiciary Committee liber­ 
als in pressing for a stronger 
voting measure. (The commit­ 
tee’s segregationist chairman, 
Sen. Jam es O. Eastland, D. 
Miss., asstounded the liberals 
by agreeing to let amendments 
come to a vote, thus giving the 
nine the wedge they needed.) 
When Sen. Kennedy zeroed 


in on the poll tax issue, other 
liberals deferred to his claim 
and "the Kennedy a m e n d ­ 
m ent" went into the bill. 


AN EXCHANGE with Attor­ 
ney - General 
Nicholas deB. 
Katzenbach. who fears Con­ 
gress might be overstepping 
its Constitutional bounds, failed 
to dissuade the young senator. 
Later, a Katzenbach em issary, 
former civil right chief Burke 
Marshall, also struck out dur­ 
ing along luncheon talk in the 
senator’s office. 


HIS MIND MADE UP, Sen 
ator Kennedy boldly took the 
offensive against the adminis­ 
tration’s position with a sur­ 
prise hard-hitting speech on 


the eve of an E aster recess. 
His opponents grudgingly ad­ 
mitted that he m ade a bril­ 
liant case. 
Meantime, 
Kennedy began 
calling on colleagues, trying 
to persuade them that his poll 
tax stand was constitutionally 
sound. 
He grouped 
his col­ 
leagues on a confidential list 
along ideological lines 
a n d 
wrote "okay” or "is trying to 
go with us” every time he suc­ 
ceeded. Through t h i s cam ­ 
paign. Kennedy enlisted about 
40 supporters for his am end­ 
ment—almost enough to over­ 
come a de facto coalition of 
pro - Administration, 
Republi­ 
can. and Southern Senators on 
the poll tax issue. 
Sensing danger, the leader­ 
ship hurried to the floor with 
a substitute bill. Once more 
Judiciary Committee liberals 
were not consulted in advance 
and even an appeal by Vice- 
President Humphrey for a few 
days’ delay was spurned by 
Senators Mike Mansfield and 
Everett McKinley Dirksen. 
Kennedy, still hoping for a 
favorable compromise, explod­ 
ed at a private session with 
Democratic Leader Mansfield. 
Then, in another un-Kenncdy- 
like move, he m arched into 
the cham ber and complained 
about the hasty way in which 
the leadership substitute was 
offered. 


MANSFIELD, who shares in 
the widespread Senate affec­ 
tion for the younger Kennedy, 
was taken aback by the sur­ 
prising burst of ferocity. E a r­ 
lier 
in the week, Mansfield 
had sounded out Kennedy over 
taking a vacant berth on the 
prestigious Foreign Relations 
Committee. But Kennedy de­ 
cided to keep his increasingly 
important Judiciary duties. 
Perhaps the new Kennedy 
zeal is a reaction to brother 
Robert’s fast legislative start 
on Capitol Hill, in any event, 
several Senate insiders think 
they are witnessing the sam e 
kind of family comhativeness 
that sometimes appears in a 
Kennedy 
scrim m age on the 
touch football field.

WASHINGTON- -Cost of the 
Warren Commission investiga­ 
tion of the assassination of 
President Kennedy is $12 mil­ 
lion. 
Biggest single expenditure is 
$556.500 for printing 
Second largest is $225.650 for 
"salaries and related benefits." 


No financial accounting has 
ever been made public of the 
commission's exhaustive probe 
extending from November 1963 
to November 1964. Conjectures 
about its outlays have ranged 
from $500,000 to $700.000. 


TH E MONEY for the \ o b ­ 
long inquiry by the «even-mcm- 
her commission, headed b v 
Chief Justice E a r l Warren, 
cam e from White House con­ 
tingency funds. But while the 
White House released the com ­ 
mission's 
voluminous 
report, 
consisting of 26 volumes, noth­ 
ing has vore been made known 
officially about the cost. 


Reason for this secrecy is 
unexplained. 
This column can authorita­ 
tively disclose t h e following 
"financial statem ent” c o m ­ 
piled by the budget division of 
the General Services Adminis­ 
tration o n t h e “ Presid en ts 
Commission on the Assassina­ 
tion of President Kennedy” ;

A total of 8.250 copies of 
the commission’s 26-volumc re­ 
port have been distributed free 
to 
congressional 
com m ittees 
and m em bers of Congress, the 
press and government agen­ 
cies and individuals. 
Details of the free distribu­ 
tion of the 8,250 complete sets 
have never before be»*n re ­ 
vealed. 
Nor has the fact that the 
allocation was m ade by Mc- 
George Bundy, highly influen­ 
tial foreign affairs assistant of 
President Johnson. How and 
why the former H arvard dean 
was designated for this parti­ 
cular job is unexplained.

Un­ 
fortunately the e v a c u a t i o n 
went off so fast that in 24 
hours there wasn’t an Ameri­ 
can left in the capital except 
Sidney. 


WHEN SIDNEY showed up 
at the pier to be taken on 
board ship, he was stopped by 
a Marine colonel who said, 
“ I’m sorry, you can’t leave, 
sir.” 
“ Why not?” Sidney wanted 
to know. 
“ Because we’ve been sent 
here to protect Americans and 
you’re the only American left. 
If you leave, we’ll have to pull 
out.” 
“ Nuts to that,” said Sidney. 
“ I want to get out of here. 
They got a bunch of crazy 
people in this town.” 
“ My orders are to keep you , 
here, sir. We made a mistake 
in evacuating the Americans j 
too fast and now we need you 
more than you need u«j.”

$3.000. It might be suggested 
that married couples with in­ 
comes under $5,000 and single 
persons with incomes under 
$3,000, as of the terms of appli­ 
cation, would be eligible. 


“ ASSETS OWNED: 
If we 
are to prevent abuses, so that 
those financially able to carry 
their share of the tax burden 
cannot avail themselves of a 
‘preferred’ interest rate, there 
should be some limitations as 
to net worth. It is suggested 
that 
single 
persons 
owning 
property, real and personal, 
tangible and intangible, net of 
encumbrances and exclusive 
of 
their 
dwelling 
property, 
amounting to less than $75.000 
in fair market value would be 
eligible. Present worth of pen­ 
sions and annuities would be 
included. (Note: $75.000 is esti­ 
mated to be the capital re­ 
quired to yield an annual in­ 
come of $3.000 at 4 per cent.) 
Similarly, married couples or 
closely related relatives living 
in retirement together having 
jointly net assets not exceed­ 
ing $125,000 in fair market 
value (the capital required to 
bring $5.000 annual income at 
4 per cent) would be eligible. 
Any 
intentional 
understate­ 
ment of assets on application 
for deferral should be punish­ 
able by a fine not to exceed 
$500 plus additional interest on 
the outstanding indebtedness 
compounded annually at 4 per 
cent. 


“ OWNERSHIP AND USE of 


property on which tax deferral 
is to apply: The property must 
be recorded in the name of the 
applicant(s) in fee simple: Its 
normal use must be confined 
to that of residence for the 
applicant(s).

his mother lived.)”

WASHINGTON—Europe hopes 
t<* enter the space race with a 
small, re-usable “space plane’’ 
table to ferry men and satel­ 
lites into orbit. 


The vehicle would take off— 
and land—as an airplane dot's 
and it could be constructed in 
about eight years at a cost oi 
about $800 million.
